It is an elemental principle in the 
world of organized labor as conducted by 
men, and cannot do better than to 
learn from the experience of men, and in 80 
tur as their methods of organization have 
proved useful, to follow their example. 

This matter of a scale of wages 1s especial- 
ly insisted upon by this good woman of the 
intelligence office, whose experience has ex- 
tended over so many years. Her proposed 
scale of wages is as follows, for the City of 
Chicago, and is based on the Knowledge of 
what families are willing and able to pay:

This is for the department of service in 
private families; hotel, boarding-house, and 
restaurant service should be an entirely dif- 
ferent department. Every girl or woman 
who obtains employment through this asso- 
ciation should be registered, and ‘provided 
With a good blank book bearing the stamp of 
the association, the pages of which should 
be arranged to be filled out as follows: 

1. Name and address. 

2 Contract to perform specified work for 
specified wages per month; this contract to 
be signed on date of entrance to service by 
boch mistress and servant; name and ad- 
dress of employer to be written down. Ali 
payments of wages to be carefuliy entered 
on this book. At the cidse of service ac- 
count to be checked up and balanced, and 
signed by both mistress and servant. 

8. At close of service the employer to 
write recommendation (if willing to give it 
orif servant has earned it) and to state 
cause of discentinuance of service. Such a 
book, carefully preserved, would be tlie girl’s 
own record, and in the case of faithful work- 
ers Would be greatiy valued by them and 
form a complete reference for new employ- 
ers. it is believed that employers who- 
would become members of such an associa 
tion could be depended upon to be just 
and fair in giving characters to their 
servants, and also that girs willing to seek 
employment through such ap association 
would take a pride in rendering faithful 
service and having their record books testify 
to this fact. The possession of these little 
books with records would be evidence that 
the possessors had passed the necessary ex- 
amination as to character, qualifications, etc., 
which would be required by the association 
before their names would be registered. 

REQUIREMENTS OF MISTRSSES. 

The classification of the requirements of 
mistresses and the work of families will be a 
much more difficult matter than of the capa- 
bilities of the workers; and here it will be 
expected that the superior intelligence, sense 
of justice, and reasonableness that are the 
disti characteristics of all culti- 
vated minds will be important factors in the 
adjustment of the requirements. Mistresses 
might be c.assified thus: 

1. Those willing to teach and train the un- 
trained, who should go at low wages or none 
at all, and under contract to stay a specified 
time, say at least six months. In this way 
the housekeeper who taught and trained a 
girl would be in part compensated by her 
term of service, This would be similar in 


to faithful workers.” 

At the conclusion of the reading of this 
outline plan the little company sat in silence 
for a few moments. Then the mistress of 
the parsonage said: 

“But who will take the initiative in or- 
ganizing suen an association’ Think of the 
work, the responsibility it implies! Suppose 
it should not be a success! Who could stand 
up under the odium of failure? Such a fail- 
ure would at once be set down to the general 
incapacity of women.’ | 

“ There is already an association in Chica- 
go equal to the work of developing and oar 
rying to triumph and success such a plan. 
said the miilionaire’s wife, and that is the 
Women’s Club. It is an association pumber- 
ing over 850 of the best women of Chicago 
women of fine education, excellent common 
sense, and, above all, inspired with an aim. 
The second article of their constitution de- 
clares that their object shall be ‘mutual 
sympathy and counsel, and united effort 
toward the higher civilization of humanity. 
In what direction do housekeepers and 
housemothers and young mothers need sym- 
pathy and heip more than in the solution of 
this domestic service problem? Letus ask 
them to consider it.“ 

„The Women’s Club,” said Mrs. General 
Principle, has deen in existence so many 
years and has won for itself such a good 
name and such a wide reputation for effective 
work that it could well afford to make the ex- 
periment under the direction of one of its 
committees—either the Home or Reform 
Committee. In this way the club as a body 
would not ve responsible for the failure of 
the experiment if it snould fail. It would be 
a nucleus which women would not 
fear to gather around. To inaugurate 
any plan which would bring 
about not only reform but revolution in the 
character and methods of domestic service 
would be to achieve a victory over one of the 
worst foes of our modern home. ‘Wives and 
mothers everywhere in civilized and Cbris- 
tian society are groaning under a bondage 
which they are utterly unable individually to 
break. Nothing bat union and combination 
among women will ever bring about a better 
state of things. But with such union or 
combination, and with tne power 
that comes from organization, what 
might not be achieved?! If there 
are in the world women equal to the 
task—women of sufficiently wide informa- 
tion, wide experience, great practicability, 
and above ali imbued with that spirit of 
philanthropy and patriotism which impels 
them to labor patiestiy and steadfastly for 
the good of the human race—such women 
are to be found in the Women’s Club of 
Chicago.” ae

How to Keep the Hair Soft and Clean, and 

The hair must be brushed and brushed 
again, writes E'ien Osborn to the Philadel- 
phia Press, This is the beginning and the 
end of the. admonition. Not for you, tew 
girls, who have maids who smooth your bair 
night and morning. But for you, many 
girls; good, sweet, wholesome, every-day 
girls who are responsibie for your own good- 
ness and sweetness and wholesomeness, and 


who wrestle with your own straight or curly 
tresses. Brush it. So shali your hair be 
clean and silky. No amount of combmg will 
make it either. Look well to your brush. 
No wire brush, no heavy, silver-backed brush, 
but even, well chosen bristles. 

Abundant hair is an ornament, but itis a 
responsibility. A weman’s crown of glory is 
apt to be a dirty diadem. There is no dust- 
catcher equal to a great shock of bair. Every 
flying particle lodges in the flowing tresses 
that the poets rave over, and sifts down from 
silken thread to silken thread whether the 
locks be brown or gold. If your hair is dull 
in color, wiry in texture, and will not catch 
the burnished gleam of the last rhyme you 
read, brush it. If it is losing the gloss it had 
when you were younger, if it looks old and 

brush it. If your hair is fretful and 
pee brush it till it smiles and behaves 
with docility under the comb again. 

Wash it first. Beat an egginto foam, rub 
It well into the roots, thoroughly but gently, 
then rinse it in lukewarm water, eep a 
small brush for the purpose—a nailbrush or 
a toothbrush will answer—and part your 
hair, gh strand, until you have 
cleansed the p well over. If your hair is 
moist by nature, dissolve a little borax and 

lycerine in the rinse water; if itis harsh ana 
dry, use the glycerine only, lest the head 
after so much manipulation feels uneasy or 
sore. Findan airy piace—in the sun if the 
day be not too warm—and brush the wet hair 
dry. Brush it caressingly with a soft brush 
till the moisture is near 4 expelled... Then 
stop petting it and brush y with a stiff 
brush till it is satiny and dry. 

Dia it ever occur to you that the scalp 
wants exercise and gets little? The hair 
fades, sometimes turns white, grows rough 
and disobedient because it is not fed. Direct 
a fuller flow of blood to the hair follicles and 
they will eat and grow young. 

At bedtime unfasten your hair and brush 
it. Brush it half an hour every evening for 
a month. After that brush it fifteen minutes

numbers when all are taken into account, 
and their ranks are daily increasing as new 
industries spring up or certain lines of busi- 
ness prosper and demand more help for the 


development. 
THE NaWSPAPER WORKERS. 

In the lead in numbers are the newspaper 
workers—printers, editors, pressmen, re- 
porters, mailing clerks, stereotypers, proof- 
readers, and other branches of the occupa- 
tion. The five morning newspapers of Chi- 
cago employ well up in the neighbor- 
hood of 200 persons each in their various de- 
parcments, so that here is in round num- 
bers a thousand men and boys— 
for the softer sex has fortunately 
kept com tively clear of night 
work, and though plenty of women find em- 
ploymentin various ways at printing, it is 
rare indeed that one can be found connected 
with the morning newspaper—at least. in 
such a way that the burning of the midnight 
oil is demanded. In many cases, too, there 
is not demanded of the man who earns his 
living on Tus TRIBUNE, or any of its contem- 
poraries, strict night work. The afternoons 
and evenings are taken up y editors and 
reporters, but long before midnight the ma- 
jority have comple eir labors. Still 
there is remainin y far the greater pro- 
portion of the empioyés who are on duty into 
the early morning hours. most numer- 
ous of tnese are, of couse the printers. Tne

“TAH BAR-KEEPS” GLORY IS GONE. 

In the free and easy days of half-a-score 
years ago the all-night saloon was an insti- 
tution that in these later days of reform has 
had its career cut short. The all-night “‘bar- 
keeps’’ were a numerous class then, 
but now § their 
night. A thorough tough in many 
ways, and in others chivalrous,  big- 
hearted, and generous to a fault, was 
the white-aproned, diamond-pinned person 
who presided with dignity behind the bar so 
long as peace prevailed, but who, when the 
occasion demanded, was transformed into a 
thumper of the first degree, Buta Republic- 
an administration brought about the closing 
of the saloons at a seasonable hour, and one 
class of all-night workecs have found their 
occupation gone. There were formerly a 
host of gamblers, too, whose faves were 
familiar to all-nighters, but in the last 
year they have totally § disappeared. 
Occasionally a follower of the races drops 
inte the chop-house at 4 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, but it 1s rare that a genuine hot sport 
is to be seen at any hour, day or night. The 
race of gamblers seem to have sought other 
cities since the police have so rigorously en- 
forced the order closing up the houses, There- 
fore the “ bar-keep”’’ and the gambier may 
be stricken off the list.

THE BAKERS. 

Next to the printers the bakers form per- 
haps the most numerous class of all-night 
workers. There are in Chicago about 700 of 
those who are employed in the night-time. 
Picturesque figures they make, too, covered 
with flour, white-aproned and 8 
and with a look about them— despite eir 
late hours of labor—which speaks we 
for the healthful nature of their 
calling and their reguiar habits out of 
service. It is a strerngiy-marked fact that 
there has béen a revolution in the s of 
the bakers as well as the followers of ocher 
occupations, and that the moral standard has 
been elevated in recent years. The men are 
sober, industrious, and as arule ey they 
look after the welfare of one another in sick- 
ness, and have an insurance system and 
burial fund which furnish relief for 
widows and orphans. Their hours are 
somewhatJengtny, but are in reality much 
shorter n demanded of day-workers, 
while the pay is better. In fact, it might be 
stated here that the average day of all- 
night workers does not exceed eight hours, 
and that the compensation is more than pro- 
portionately increased. 

„% We are fairly well paid and decently 
treated now, said one of the bakers to Tun 
TRIBUNE reporter. A few years ago it was 
not the case, but it was chiefly the fault 
of the men themselves. Now we are organ- 
ized and have put ourseives on a footing so 
that our emplovers are compelled to respect 
us. The strike of several months was 
not the best thing that could have happened, 
perhaps, but after ull it taught the hotheads 
among us a lesson, and at the same time 
caused enough inconvenience for a short 
time among the bosses to give them a whole- 
some fear for us in the future, and therefore 
it was not without its compensation.“ 

THE TELEGRAPHERS. 

At the Western Union and Postal Tele- 
graph offices there are large forces employed 
at night in both instances. Taking advantage 
of the half rate thousands of doliars’ worth 
of business pours over the counters after 6 
o’clock in the evening.
